ORANJESTAD—The new 
Parliament Year was opened 
yesterday with the traditional 
aplomb and the speech by His 
Excellency Governor Fredis 
Refunjol. A speech that fo¬ 
cused on the challenges, the 
strengths and the positives of 
Aruba. Despite difficult peri¬ 
ods in the 25 years of the is¬ 
land’s separate status within 
the Kingdom, and goals still 
pending, there is more than 
enough reason to be proud of 
Aruba, Governor Refunjol 
stated. 

The Governor in his speech 
said that Aruba’s economy is 
closely tied up with that of 
partner countries, which is the 
reason for a slow economic re¬ 
covery, that affects many sec¬ 
tors in the community. 


The difficulties were ad¬ 
dressed with all stake holder 
during the historic Social Dia¬ 
logue, geared toward finding 
short term solutions on current 
issues, and at the same time 
providing relief for the most 
vulnerable within the commu¬ 
nity. Voicing the opinion of the 
government, Governor Refun¬ 
jol said that the policy is 
geared toward the creation of 
fiscal, economic and social 
conditions in order to establish 
long term security and stability 
for the community. 

The government that as¬ 
sumed power at the end of Oc¬ 
tober 2009 inherited a country 
in decline, economically, fi¬ 
nancially, and socially, with a 
growing joblessnes rate, and 
strained relations between 


Kingdom partners. Now, 10 
months after assuming power, 
the refinery is about to re¬ 
open, and perspectives are im¬ 
proving. 

Governor Refunjol ensured 
that the government’s goal is to 
work toward a balance be¬ 
tween economic growth and 
improvement of quality of life. 
Because of this, the govern¬ 
ment has prepared a one billion 
Aruban florin investment plan 
for both the private and public 
sector, to stimulate economy, 
create jobs and improve the 
overall physical infrastructure 
of the island. 

The financial pressures, 
specially regarding the General 
Medical Insurance and the 
Public Sector Pension Fund 
have been averted thanks to 


agreements reached during the 
Social Dialogue, yet more has 
to be done. 

Governor Refunjol also ad¬ 
dressed the constitutional re¬ 
structuring of the Dutch 
Kingdom, with the birth of two 
new countries, St. Maarten and 
Curagao, and the need to 
strengthen the ties within the 
Kingdom as a whole. 

The head of the Aruba Gov¬ 
ernment and representative of 
Her Majesty Queen Beatrix 
outlined the plans of the gov¬ 
ernment for the next three 
years which include further in¬ 
vestment in education, public 
health, infrastructure, all 
geared toward improving qual¬ 
ity of life in Aruba. One impor¬ 
tant element is the reha¬ 
bilitation of homeless addicts 


that is a priority. 

The environment is a cru¬ 
cial part of the development 
plans, and Governor Refunjol 
said that sustainability is a 
point of departure. 

“The new vision is to distill 
the positive of the crisis by in¬ 
creasing investment, and thus 
place Aruba on a new route. 
Aruba is the example of a liv¬ 
ing democracy, where the par¬ 
ticipation of stakeholders in 
crucial policies is institutional¬ 
ized,” Governor Fredis Refun¬ 
jol concluded, declaring the 
new Parliament Year opened. 

After delivering his speech, 
Governor Refunjol and mem¬ 
bers of the Mike Eman Cabinet 
observed the marching cere¬ 
mony of Royal Dutch Marines, 
including the Arumil.

French parliament adopts ban on 
full-face veil 


Spanish ex-premier calls 
for legalizing drugs 
worldwide 


PARIS, France (AFP) - The 
French parliament passed a 
law yesterday prohibiting 
wearing a full-face veil in pub¬ 
lic, meaning a ban will come 
into force early next year if it 
is not overturned by senior 
judges. 

The Senate passed the bill 
by 246 votes to one and, ha¬ 
ving already cleared the lower 
house in July, the bill will now 
be reviewed by the Constitu¬ 
tional Council, which has a 
month to confirm its legality. 

The text makes no mention 
of Islam, but President Nicolas 
Sarkozy’s government pro¬ 
moted the law as a means to 
protect women from being 
forced to wear Muslim full- 
face veils such as the burqa or 
the niqab. 

Once in force, the law pro¬ 
vides for a six-month period of 
"education" to explain to 
women already wearing a face 
veil that they face arrest and a 
fine if they continue to do so in 
any public space. 

A woman who chooses to 
defy the ban will receive a fine 
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of 150 euros (195 dollars) or a 
course of citizenship lessons. 
A man who forces a woman to 
go veiled will be fined 30,000 
euros and serve a jail term. 

"This is not about security 
or religion, but respecting our 
republican principles," Justice 
Minister Michele Alliot-Marie 
declared before the vote. 

"France, land of secularism, 
guarantees respect for all reli¬ 
gions (but) hiding the face 
under a face-covering veil is 
against public social order, 
whether it is forced or volun- 


MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
Spain announced yesterday it 
will send an observer mission 
to this month's legislative elec¬ 
tions in Venezuela, two months 
after Caracas barred a Chilean 
team from observing the polls. 

Spanish Foreign Minister 
Miguel Angel Moratinos made 
the announcement in the Se¬ 
nate, saying in response to a 
question that Spain has "ma¬ 
naged to be allowed to have 
representatives at these elec¬ 
tions" in Venezuela. 

He gave no further details. 

Moratinos vowed in July 
that Spain would do "every¬ 
thing possible" to ensure that a 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AFP) 
- Two of the 36 people who 
survived a plane crash in east¬ 
ern Venezuela have died of 
their injuries, raising the disas¬ 
ter's death toll to 17, a senior 
government official said yes¬ 
terday.

MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
Spain's former prime minister 
Felipe Gonzalez yesterday 
called for an international 
treaty to legalize drugs as a 
way to end the deadly wars be¬ 
tween trafficking cartels. 

"I think it will be our only 
way of confronting" drug traf¬ 
ficking, he told reporters at a 
reception for the Mexican am¬ 
bassador in Madrid to mark the 
Latin American country's bi¬ 
centenary. 

Gonzalez, who was Socia¬ 
list prime minister from 1982 
to 1996, noted the conse¬ 
quences of Prohibition against 
alcohol in the United States in 
the early 20th century, when 
gangsters caused "thousands of 
deaths." 

"When did this violence 
end? Not when they put the 
heads of the crime gangs in 
prison for tax fraud, but when 
Prohibition ended and the sale 
of alcohol was legal," he said. 


MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - The 
most powerful Atlantic storm 
of 2010, Hurricane Igor, 
whipped up dangerous swells 
in the Caribbean yesterday as 
it barreled west-northwest in 
the direction of Bermuda. 

Igor, packing winds of 135 
miles (215 kilometers) per 
hour and higher gusts, is a 
"dangerous" category four hur¬ 
ricane, the second highest 
notch on the five-point Saffir- 
Simpson scale. 

It has been joined in the 
mid-Atlantic by the fifth hurri¬ 
cane of the Atlantic season, 
Julia, while a less organized 
storm system threatens to 
dump heavy rains across a 
wide area from Jamaica to 
Mexico's Yucatan Peninsula. 

Although most models had 
Igor on track to hit Bermuda 
by Sunday, forecasters cau¬ 
tioned it was too early to know 
where it would be or how 
strong it would be five days 


He acknowleged that "no 
country can take this decision 
(to legalize drugs) unilaterally 
without an extremely serious 
(political) cost for its leaders. 

"What is needed therefore 
is an international treaty that is 
respected by all," he said. 

He noted the deadly con- 
squences of the drug war in 
Mexico, "where between 350 
and 360 billion dollars (gene¬ 
rated by traffickers) can be 
found on the other side" of the 
border with the United States. 

More than 28,000 people 
are believed to have been 
killed in drug cartel-related 
violence in Mexico since 2006. 

Gonzalez said organized 
crime is "one of the most se¬ 
rious threats to security that 
that world is facing, not just 
Mexico." 

He called for an interna¬ 
tional conference on the issue, 
while admitting that it was 
"unlikely ever to happen."

PARIS (AFP) - What would 
a plastic surgeon do with ex¬ 
ecuted queen of France 
Marie-Antoinette if she were 
alive today?

Jean-Charles de Castelbajac 
is displaying the three result¬

It took more than three 
months to complete the white 
plaster heads, complete with 
wigs and make up courtesy of 
artists from the world of fash¬ 
ion, says De Castelbajac. 

The Austrian-born 

duchess's French version is 
the most recognisable: the 


double chin is gone, the 
cheeks are slightly sunken, 
the eyes barely changed. The 
nose and mouth are un¬ 
touched. 

’’This is the closest to the 
original,” says De Castelba¬ 
jac. 

The American version has 
had the nose straightened, the 
lips have been botoxed, the 
cheekbones accented, while 
the Russian version is barely 
recognisable from the origi¬ 
nal. 

’’This customer accepts 
many more changes,” says 
De Castelbajac: the cheek¬ 
bones are exaggerated and 
the mouth is even more 
full. 

The archetype of Marie- 
Antoinette came from De 
Castelbajac's mother's house, 
where the fashion designer 
deemed her "the height of 
French sophistication.” 

He describes the exhibi¬ 
tion as ”a kind of pop archae¬ 
ology” to "disembody 
Marie-Antoinette and turn 
her into a 21st century 
woman.”

Weight loss helps 
incontinence 



If you’re among the millions 
of women who suffer from 
urinary incontinence, losing 
weight might just ease your 
symptoms, a new study sug¬ 
gests. 

Published in the Jan. 29 
issue of the New England 
Journal of Medicine, the 
study found that when 
women lost about 8 percent 
of their body weight — an 
average of 17 pounds for this 
group — the frequency of in¬ 
continence episodes dropped 
by almost half. 

“Weight is one of the 
biggest risk factors for devel¬ 
oping incontinence and for 
worsening incontinence,” 
said study author Dr. Leslee 
Subak, an associate professor 
in the departments of obstet¬ 
rics, gynecology, reproduc-

Observational studies 
have found an association be¬ 
tween extra weight and in¬ 
continence, and other 
research has suggested that 
losing weight might be bene¬ 
ficial for relieving inconti¬ 
nence symptoms. 

To confirm these findings, 
Subak and her colleagues re¬ 
cruited 338 women. The 
women had to be at least 30, 
with a body-mass index 
(BMI) between 25 and 50. A 
BMI over 25 is considered 
overweight and over 30 is 
obese, according to the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health. All 
of the women experienced at 
least 10 incontinence 
episodes in a seven-day pe¬ 
riod. 

Two-thirds of the women 
were randomly assigned to 
the intervention group, which 
included diet, exercise and 
behavior modification, while 
the remaining one-third (the 
control group) received four 
educational sessions about 
weight loss, healthful eating 
and physical activity. All of 
the women received a self- 
help booklet with tips for im¬ 
proving their urinary 
incontinence. 

The intervention group 
met for one hour every week 
for six months and were put 
on a structured protocol, in¬ 
cluding diet and exercise, de¬ 
signed to help them lose 
between 7 percent and 9 per¬ 
cent of their starting weight. 

On average, the interven¬ 
tion group lost 8 percent of 
their body weight, or about 
17 pounds each. The control 
group lost 1.6 percent of their 
body weight, or a little more 
than 3 pounds each. 

After six months, the 
weekly number of inconti¬ 
nence episodes dropped by 
47 percent for those in the in¬ 
tervention group compared to 
28 percent in the control 
group. The intervention 
group also reported fewer 
episodes of stress inconti¬ 
nence — that’s incontinence 
that occurs due to extra pres¬ 
sure from laughing, coughing 
or sneezing. This group did 
not see improvement in urge 
incontinence — that’s the 
feeling of a sudden need to 
urinate.

Brazil oil find could be 
biggest in 20 years 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AFP) - A recently discovered 
deepwater oil field off Brazil 
could be the biggest found in 
the world in the past 20 years, 
officials quoted yesterday by 
the Estado de Sao Paulo news¬ 
paper said. 

The Libra field, discovered 
in 2007 and located off the 
coast from Rio de Janeiro and 
Sao Paulo, potentially con¬ 
tained 7.9 billion barrels of 
crude, the head of the National 
Oil Agency, Magda Chambri- 
ard, told the daily, quoting an 
independent evaluation. 

"Where have you seen a 
tender for more than seven bil¬ 
lion barrels in the past few 
years? That hasn’t happened 
since the Middle East in the 
1970s," she said. 

The tender for the field — 
which is situated at great depth 
under a technically challenging 
layer of salt — should take 
place next year. 

Petrobras, Brazil’s state-run 
oil company, has proven re- 
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serves of 14 billion barrels of 
crude oil. 

But if recent finds in the 
Santos Basin where Libra and 
other fields are located turn out 
to be viable, that figure could 
triple and Brazil could become 
one of the world’s biggest oil 
exporters.

European stocks narrowly mixed 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
European stock markets closed 
narrowly mixed yesterday as 
investors consolidated recent 
sharp gains after subdued Ger¬ 
man data pointed to slower 
growth later this year, dealers 
said. 

They said a modestly firmer 
positive start on Wall Street 
limited the losses as US retail 
sales figures came in slightly 
better than expected while con¬ 
tinued positive assessment of 
new bank capital rules was 
supportive. 

Gold meanwhile hit fresh 
record highs as the dollar 
slipped, with dealers sugges¬ 
ting investors were still hedg¬ 
ing their bets, buying the 
safe-haven metal despite the 
recent upturn in confidence on 
the US economic outlook. 

Bonds, another safety-first 
investment, also attracted in¬ 
terest. 

In London, the FTSE 100 
index of leading shares closed 
up a fractional 0.03 percent to 
5,567.41 points. In Paris, the 
CAC 40 index added 0.19 per¬ 
cent to 3,774.40 points and in 
Frankfurt, the DAX rose 0.22 
percent to 6,275.41 points. 

European markets were 
lower in early trade after fi¬ 


gures showed German investor 
confidence slumped badly in 
September, suggesting recent 
very strong growth may slow 
markedly over the balance of 
the year. 

The ZEW institute’s senti¬ 
ment indicator plunged 18.3 
points to minus 4.3 points, its 
fifth consecutive monthly drop 
and its second unexpectedly 
sharp loss in a row. 

"The drop in ZEW eco¬ 
nomic sentiment in September 
and July’s stagnation in euro¬ 
zone industrial production con¬ 
firm that the eurozone reco¬ 
very is slowing again after the 
second quarter’s strong expan¬ 
sion," said Capital Economics 
analyst Jennifer McKeown. 

In Paris, which managed to 
chalk up a fifth consecutive 
winning day, dealer Yves Mar- 
cais at Global Equities said the 
market was hesitant, with in¬ 
vestors looking closely at New 
York for their lead. 

Banks, which led the gains 
on Monday after new sector 
capital rules were agreed, had 
a more subdued day. 

In New York, the blue-chip 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
came off early lows to show a 
gain of 0.26 percent at around 
1600 GMT while the tech-rich 


Nasdaq Composite index 
added 0.45 percent. 

US retail sales rose for a 
second straight month in Au¬ 
gust, gaining 0.4 percent from 
July, better than forecasts for a 
rise of 0.3 percent. Consumer 
demand typically accounts for 
two-thirds of a developed eco¬ 
nomy so growth in this compo¬ 
nent is absolutely essential to 
the recovery. 

"This is slightly better than 
expected and shows growth 
and it will be supportive, but at 
the end of the day it is one of a 
myriad of numbers driving the 
economy," said Jason Schen- 
ker, president of Prestige Eco¬ 
nomics.

Elsewhere in Europe, Ams¬ 
terdam was down 0.16 percent 
and Brussels slipped 0.07 per¬ 
cent, Madrid gained 0.38 per¬ 
cent while both Milan and 
Swiss stocks were flat. 

In Asian trade earlier yes¬ 
terday, Tokyo slipped 0.24 per¬ 
cent but Hong Kong rose 0.17 
percent, Shanghai was virtu¬ 
ally unchanged and Sydney 
gained 0.25 percent. 


Dollar falls, gold soars to record on 
global economy jitters 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The dollar fell yesterday against 
the euro and gold soared to a 
record high as investors took 
stock of global economic 
prospects and sought refuge in 
assets seen as safe havens. 

The US currency also tum¬ 
bled against the yen and the 
Swiss Franc which — like gold 
— attracts investors as a sure 
bet in times of trouble. 

The euro in late day trade 
was up to 1.3018 dollars from 
1.2880 on Monday. 

The dollar meanwhile was 
trading at 83.04 yen against 
83.64 on Monday. But at one 
point the greenback plunged to 
82.93 yen, its lowest reading 
since May 1995, after Prime 
Minister Naoto Kan easily 
overcame a challenge to his 
party leadership from veteran 
powerbroker Ichiro Ozawa. 

The news led traders to buy 
the yen as they considered a 
win for Kan meant that any 
immediate intervention on the 
currency markets to stem the 
yen's rise was unlikely. 

The dollar also fell to 
0.9944 Swiss francs from 
1.0076 on Monday. 

The price of gold later 
struck an all-time high above 
1,269 dollars an ounce on 
Tuesday. 

Gold hit 1,269.45 dollars on 


the London Bullion Market at 
1410 GMT, beating the previ¬ 
ous record of 1,265.30 dollars 
an ounce struck on June 21. 

"Renewed sovereign debt 
concerns" have driven up gold, 
said Robin Bhar, senior metals 
analyst at Credit Agricole 
bank. 

Fears of a resurgent euro¬ 
zone debt crisis are likely to 
stunt European economic 
growth prospects this year, the 
EU warned on Monday. 

"The global recovery is still 
expected to be uneven and is 
surrounded by major uncertain¬ 
ties," the European Commis¬ 
sion said in its autumn forecast, 
citing "the resurfacing of global 
imbalances, high debt levels 
and lingering tensions in sover¬ 
eign-debt markets." 

Gold, whose two main dri¬ 
vers are jewellery and invest¬ 
ment buyers, is also regarded 
as a good store of value in 
times of high inflation. 

In another development, 
metals consultancy GFMS pre¬ 
dicted that gold was set to reach 
a record high above 1,300 dol¬ 
lars an ounce this year. 

"I think we could easily see 
gold spike comfortably above 
1,300 dollars before the year's 
out," GFMS chairman Philip 
Klapwijk said in the indepen¬ 
dent group's latest annual sur¬ 


vey of the precious metal. 

"We'll probably get a fair 
bit of profit taking as we head 
into the New Year but I would 
not take that as a sign that the 
party's over — further gains in 
2011 are far from out of the 
question." 

The euro began the day by 
losing ground against the dol¬ 
lar after data showed a collapse 
in German investor confi¬ 
dence. 

The euro stumbled as the 
ZEW institute's sentiment indi¬ 
cator for Europe's biggest 
economy plunged 18.3 points 
to minus 4.3 points in Septem¬ 
ber — its fifth consecutive 
monthly drop and its second 
unexpectedly sharp loss in a 
row. 

In London yesterday, the 
euro changed hands at 1.3018 
dollars against 1.2880 dollars 
on Monday, 108.07 yen 
(107.74), 0.8361 pounds 

(0.8347) and 1.2942 Swiss 
francs (1.2974). 

The dollar stood at 83.04 
yen (83.64) and 0.9944 Swiss 
francs (1.0076). 

The pound was at 1.5572 
dollars (1.5428). 

On the London Bullion 
Market, the price of gold rose 
to 1,265.50 dollars an ounce at 
the fixing from 1,243.75 dol¬ 
lars an ounce on Monday.

Obama to publish children's book 



WASHINGTON (AFP) 

- President Barack 
Obama, a publishing 
phenomenon even before 
he won the White House, 
has a new book about to 
hit the shelves — profil¬ 
ing inspirational historic 
Americans for children. 

"Of Thee I Sing: A 
Letter to my Daughters" 
is a 40-page picture book 
and will have an initial 
print run of half a million 
copies when it is released 
on November 16 — not 
coincidentally two 
weeks after congressional elec¬ 
tions. 

Obama penned the book be¬ 
fore he was elected and pro¬ 
ceeds from its sale will go to a 
scholarship fund for the chil¬ 
dren of US soldiers killed or 
disabled in wars abroad. 

The president's publisher, 
Random House, praised the 
work as an "inspiring marriage 


of words and images, history 
and story." 

"'Of Thee I Sing: A Letter to 
My Daughters' celebrates the 
characteristics that unite all 
Americans — the potential to 
pursue our dreams and forge 
our own paths," the company 
said in a press release. 

The book celebrates figures 
including the first president 


George Washington, 
and Jackie Robinson, 
who broke down barri¬ 
ers by becoming the 
first African American 
baseball player in the 
major leagues. 

The title is taken 
from the lyrics of "My 
Country, 'Tis of thee" an 
early American patriotic 
song. 

Obama's previous 
books, the autobio¬ 
graphical "Dreams from 
My Father" published in 
1995, and the political 
manifesto "The Audacity of 
Hope" which came out in 
2006, have been huge interna¬ 
tional bestsellers. 

They have also secured 
Obama's financial future. The 
president and his wife Michelle 
declared a joint gross income 
of 5.5 million dollars for 2009 
alone — almost all of it based 
on royalties from his books.

DURBAN (AFP) - South 
Australian Redbacks took a 
pounding from the Mumbai 
Indians batsmen, but still 
clinched a five-wicket win 
against the highly-rated IPL 
team in the Champions 
League Twenty20 on Tues¬ 
day. 

In a frantic match of sixes 
and missed chances, Mumbai 
hammered 180 for seven in 
their 20 overs despite a slow 
start on a lively Kingsmead 
pitch.

BERLIN (AFP) - Teenage 
athletes were also subjected 
to doping under communist 
East Germany's vast pro¬ 
gramme of steroid abuse, a 
leading former sports official 
has admitted in his upcoming 
new book. 

Thomas Koehler, former 
vice president of the East 
German sports association 
DTSB, is the first high-rank¬ 
ing member of the defunct 
Stalinist state's sporting es¬ 
tablishment to acknowledge 
that minors were also doped. 

"When athletes partici¬ 
pated (in doping pro¬ 
grammes) from the age of 16, 
it was primarily done when 
their biological maturity was 
established," Koehler writes 
in the book "The Two Sides 
of the Medal", to be pub¬ 
lished this week. 

Doping "had been planned 
for select elite athletes, who 
were generally adults. 

"There were exceptions, 
however, for example in swim¬ 
ming - a sport where the opti¬ 
mum age is lower. But the only 
athletes included were those 
who were among the best and 
had several years of training 
behind them," he writes. 

Koehler, himself a two- 
time Olympic luge champion 
in 1964 and 1968, said that 
cheating was "the only way 
for East Germany to hold its 
own at the international 
level". 

The 70-year-old said that 
the communist functionaries 
had the interest of their ath¬ 
letes at heart, with 90 sports 
doctors employed to monitor 
their health. 

The East German state es¬ 
tablished a vast, systematic 
doping programme in the 
1970s using Turinabol, an an¬ 
abolic steroid which encour¬ 
ages muscle growth and 
allowed the country to excel 
in swimming, athletics and 
cycling. 

During the 20-year period 
East Germany competed as a 
separate state, the small 


country of 16 million people 
won 519 medals at 11 
Olympic games, 192 of 
which were gold. 

To achieve this success, 
the state ensured its athletes 
had the best available facili¬ 
ties and equipment, coaching 
and medical check-ups, psy¬ 
chological testing and dietary 
supplements. 

But it was the scale of 
state-sponsored doping — 
known as State Plan 14.25 — 
that set East Germany apart 
and was only brought to an 
end after the collapse of com¬ 
munism when the Berlin Wall 
came down in November 
1989. 

It is estimated some 
10,000 athletes were part of 
the doping programme which 
even involved the Stasi, the 
state's secret police service, 
to make sure competitors 
took Turinabol — many al¬ 
legedly without their knowl¬ 
edge. 

The after-effects of large- 
scale doping only came to 
light later, with victims suf¬ 
fering from a host of disor¬ 
ders including cancer and 
sterility.

NHL fines Devils for Kovalchuk Mets' Rodriguez to face 
deal more charges 



NEWARK, New Jersey 
(AFP) - The National 
Hockey League has slapped 
the New Jersey Devils with a 
three million dollar fine for 
signing Russian star Ilya Ko¬ 
valchuk to a renegade 17- 
year contract. 

The league's disciplinary 


officials also took 
away two entry 
draft picks, includ¬ 
ing a third-round 
pick in 2011. The 
Devils also lose a 
first-round pick of 
their choice some¬ 
time within the 
next four years. 

The Devils drew 
the ire of the league 
for inking the left 
winger to a 17- 
year, 102 million 
dollar contract that 
the league claimed 
circumvented the 
NHL's salary cap 
rules. 

The contract, which would 
have kept the 27-year-old 
Kovalchuk with the club until 
age 44, paid him just 550,000 
dollars annually in the last six 
years of the deal. The result 
is it drove down the Devils' 
salary cap hit which the 
league frowned upon. 


Devils president Lou 
Lamoriello said Monday he 
did nothing wrong. 

"We disagree with the de¬ 
cision," Lamoriello said in a 
prepared statement. "We 
acted in good faith and did 
nothing wrong." 

Kovalchuk had the back¬ 
ing of the players' union 
which filed a grievance 
against the league. 

The two sides reworked 
the contract, eventually 
agreeing on the revised 15- 
year deal earlier this month. 
The NHL approved it after 
reaching an agreement with 
the players association on the 
amendment covering long¬ 
term deals. 

Lamoriello did not speak 
to the media directly and did 
not state whether they would 
appeal. 

In 642 career games, Ko¬ 
valchuk has scored 338 goals 
and 304 assists.

Mets closer Francisco Ro¬ 
driguez will face additional 
charges in his assault case 
stemming from an incident 
last month at Citi Field, au¬ 
thorities said in court on 
Tuesday. 

Prosecutors said Ro¬ 
driguez, in court for his sec¬ 
ond appearance on the matter 
on Tuesday, violated the order 
of protection previously is¬ 
sued by the judge by sending 
his girlfriend 56 text mes¬ 
sages apologizing. As a result, 
Rodriguez will be charged 
with criminal contempt. 

The judge spared Ro¬ 
driguez immediate jail time for 
violating the order, but warned 
that further contact would re¬ 
sult in him being jailed. 

Rodriguez attorney, 
Christopher Booth, defended 
his client by arguing that the 


messages were non-threaten¬ 
ing and professed his love for 
his girlfriend. 

Rodriguez is due back in 
court on Oct. 7 to face 
charges that he assaulted his 
girlfriend's father outside the 
family lounge at the ballpark 
on Aug. 11. He was arrested 
after the incident and placed 
on the disqualified list by the 
Mets. During his initial court 
appearance shortly after the 
event, the judge issued orders 
of protection for his girl¬ 
friend and her father. 

During the altercation, 
Rodriguez injured his thumb, 
tearing a ligament in his 
pitching hand, and was 
forced to undergo surgery. 

While Rodriguez is on the 
disqualified list, the Mets say 
he will not be paid.

Sno faces two weeks in hospital 
after heart attack 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Ajax 
midfielder Evander Sno, who 
suffered a heart attack during 
a reserve team match, will re¬ 
main in hospital for two 
weeks, the Dutch club said on 
Tuesday.

Monday's game against

After spending the night 
at a hospital in Arnhem, he 
was transferred to a medical 
facility in Amsterdam on 
Tuesday. 


Intensity brings Nadal his Grandest Slam of all 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Using 
the same intensity that make 
him so formidable on the 
court, Rafael Nadal bounced 
back from his parents' di¬ 
vorce and injuries to com¬ 
plete a career Grand Slam 
sweep with a US Open title 
Monday. 

World number one Nadal 
defeated second-ranked 
Novak Djokovic 6-4, 5-7, 6- 
4, 6-2 to capture his first US 
Open crown, making him the 
seventh man to win the US, 
French and Australian Opens 
and Wimbledon. 

The 24-year-old Spanish 
left-hander achieved the feat 
after struggling in 2009 with 
abdominal pain, knee injuries 
and the break-up of his par¬ 
ents. But the challenges 


helped boost Nadal mentally, 
what he sees as his top 
strength. 


"Well, the life changes 
sometimes," Nadal said. "Ten 
months ago seems like I 
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never going to be another 
time the same. Now seems I 
going to be one of the great¬ 
est. 

"Last year I had a difficult 
year. The second half of the 
year was very difficult for 
me, had some personal prob¬ 
lems, home, and after I had a 
lot of injuries, here the ab¬ 
dominal, before the knees. So 
wasn't an easy year. 

Nadal suffered for months 
without winning until he re¬ 
turned to his beloved clay in 
Monte Carlo. After that, he 
began a strong run ahead of a 
French Open title, setting up 
a Wimbledon crown and a 
historic US Open break¬ 
through. 

"For me, the most impor¬ 
tant tournament of the year 
was Roland Garros," Nadal 
said. "After that was big con¬ 
fidence for me, won in 
Roland Garros another time, 
because was very hard to lose 
in 2009. After that, I think I 
relaxed a lot. 

If Nadal adds the 2011 


Australian Open to his title 
run, he will join Rod Laver 
and Don Budge as the only 
men to hold all four Grand 
Slam titles at once. 

Asked what was the 
strongest part of his game, 
Nadal set aside his deadly 
serve and spoke of his mental 
intensity, the tenacity to fight 
when all seems lost or when 
he faces supreme tests. 

"What's my best thing? I 
think the mentality," Nadal 
said. "Attitude on court al¬ 
ways was good for me. I'm 
positive and I fight all the 
time. But not the only thing. 
Positive attitude is not only 
fight on court. 

"I was able to listen all the 
time to the coach and to have 
adjustments and to be ready 
to change things to be better 
and to improve. 

"The best thing that I have 
is my intensity on court. 
When I'm playing well, the 
intensity always is high. I can 
play at the same rhythm and 
the same level long time."
